The legislative program as map- 
ped out by the President in his mes- 


fsage at the opening of the session 


will require time for careful con- 
Sideration and enactment. The 
major matters included in this pro- 
gram are tax revision, adherence 
to the world court, settlement of 
foreign debts, railway consolidation, 
amendment and improvement of 
existing shipping legislation and 
some measure of farm legislation 
that will be satisfactory to the 
farmers. 

There are additional matters of 
national importance, but those men- 


tioned are the issués whose settle- 


ment is deemed paramount by the 
President and his advisors. Each 
question is controversial in charac- 
ter, and opportunties for debate in 
each house are boundless. Before 
the holidays the House of Represen- 
tatives disposed of the tax reduction 
bill and sent it to the Senate, where 
the initial steps in its further con- 
sideration will be taken today. 

The question of the right of Sena- 
tor-designate Gerald P. Nye, of 
North Dakota, to his seat, a ques- 
tion of the highest privilege, will 
come before the Senate today, tem- 
porarily displacing the world court 
adherence resolution, which is the 
unfinished business. The issue in 
the Nye case is whether a United 
States senator is a State or Federal 
officer. A report from the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections by an 
overwhelming vote, both Republi- 
cans and Democrats concurring, has 
found that the governor of North 
Dakota is without authority to 
make the appointment to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of the 
late Senator Ladd, the State having 
failed to enact the necessary legis- 
lation under the constitutional 
amendment to give Gov. Sorlie 
power to appoint. The case will be 
managed before the Senate by Sen- 
ator Goff, of West Virginia, who 
prepared the report. It is expected 
to consume not more than two or 
three days, and, being a purely legal 
proposition, it is the consensus of 
opinion that the nonpartisan report 
of the committee will be sustained.

Henry L. Doherty Gives His 
Discoveries to President’s 
Commission. 


TESTS HELD IMPRESSIVE 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Discoveries through which it is 
hoped to increase greatly the coun- 
try’s crude oil production have been 
laid ‘before the President’s oil 
board by Henry L. Doherty, of New 
York, noted engineer and indus- 
trialist. 

As a result of scientific study of 
he condition of the oil underground, 
and the manner of its migration 
through the sands, Mr. Doherty be- 
lieves that by new methods of min- 
ing it will be possible to virtually 
treble the output of many oil wells. 

With several of his engineers he 
recently demonstrated before gov- 
ernment scientists the practical op- 
eration of his plan. Details of the 
process are kept confidential, and 
board officials refuse to comment, 
but it is known that those who wit- 
nessed the tests regard them as of 
great importance to the future of 
the industry. 

Under present mining methods, 
many wells give up only about one- 
third of their oil content due to 
dissipation -of the gas pressure 
which is the propulsive force mov- 
Much effort and much 
'money has been spent by the in- 
dustry in search of a method of pro- 
longing the gas pressure, so as to 
maintain ‘‘flush production’ until 
all of the oil has been drained out.

Mr. Dillon also has acted as 
American banker for Holland and 
Poland and has sold a French gov- 
ernment railroad loan in this 
country. 

Mr. Dillon does not in the least 
resemble the corpulent, heavy 
jowled, domineering individual of 
the type selected by playwrights 
and cartoonists as the Wall street 
baron: He is ‘tall, dark, rather 
indolent appearing, with heavy lids 
that at times almost cover his eyes. 
His long, slender hands seem to 
bear witness to the three years he 
spent in the study of art abroad 
after he was graduated from Har- 
vard in 1905. Few men in Wall 
street command greater respect and 
loyalty from their associates than 
Mr. Dillon, 

A native of San Antonio, Tex., 
Mr. Dillon through a classmate was 
induced to enter the Chicago house 
of William A. Reed & Co. His rise 
was rapid and two years found him 
in New York and a member of the 
firm. He married Miss Anne Doug- 
lass, of Milwaukee, and they have 
two children, Clarence Douglass, 15, 
and Dorothy Anne, 12.

IS TO MARRY ASTRID

Queen Mary is anxious to see her 
children happily married, and that 
it was her desire for this happiness 
which brought royal consent to the 
marriages of Princess Mary and the 
Duke of York outside of reigning 
families, and it is suggested confi- 
dently that the Prince of Wales, who 
has often met Princess Astrid, has 
more than a cousinly feeling for the 
pretty Swedish girl. 

Princess Astrid has often visited 
England and long ago she won a 
snug place in the affections of the 
late Dowager Queen Alexandra. 
Her domestic talents made a kind- 
ly impression on the king and 
queen, so much so that she is 
known to be a special favorite at 
Buckingham palace. The last visit 
of Astrid to London, before the 
death of Queen Alexandra, coin- 
cided with the return of the Prince 
of Wales from South America, and 
the princess and her sister visited 
the palace as well as Princess Mary’s 
London hoyse. There both the 
Prince of Wales and Prince Henry 
met her. 


Match Helpful to. Britain. 


In the terms of that diplomacy 
in which royal marriages are re- 
corded, the friendship of nations 
by the marriage of the Prince of 
Wales and [Princess Astrid would 
be important, for in the late war 
there was a strong German in- 
fluence in the court of Sweden, pos- 
sibly heightened by the fact that 
the queen was German by birth. 
There are already ties of marriage 
between England and Sweden, as 
the crown princess is King George's 
cousin, Lady Louise Mountbatten, 
but it is relatively inferior to the 
others. 

Even in grerat London the gossips 
have difficulty in keeping tabs on 
those interesting them. Thus it 
has been said in almost the same 
breath that Astrid was intended for 
the Prince of Wales and Prince 
Henry, just as it was rumored that 
Elizabeth Bowes Lyon was marry- 
ing both Wales and the Duke of 
York. It is, however, verified by 
friends of Prince Henry that he is 
not in the runaing, that his inter- 
est tends toward the noble family 
of the Duke of Buccleugh. 

There may be disappointment in 
some hearts if Wales married other 
than an English girl, but the prec- 
edent of the beloved Alexandra, 
who came also from Scandinavia, 
would probably make certain a wel- 
come by the English nation to this 
girl, whose life and education has 
been of a model sort.

As a matter of fact it is quite 
likely that from time to time this 
question will be laid aside to con- 
sider current business, and the Sen- 
ate will work toward the final stage 
in a natural and orderly fashion. 
Should there be any apparent dila- 
tory procedure, Senator Lenroot, of 
Wisconsin, in charge of the resolu- 
tion, will move to apply the modi- 
fied form of cloture the rules pro- 
vide, but there seems now to be no 
necessity for the contemplation of 
such action. Senator Lenroot de- 
clares there is a two-third vote in 
support of the world court when- 
ever the vote is taken and that this 
same two-thirds will support his 
proposal for es if it becomes 
necessary. 

The chances for adoption of the 
pending resolution were consider- 
ably enhanced during the holiday 
recess when Senator Norris, hither- 
to one of the most aggressive of 
irreconcilables, announced his pur- 
pose to support. .the resolution of 
adherence with the reservations 
that have been agreed upon. Sena- 
tors Norbeck and McMaster, count- 
ed as opponents of the court, also 
have gone over to the position now 
taken by the Nebraska senator. 
This break in the ranks of the 
opposition to the court is recog- 
nized by senators as marking the 
disintegration of any serious and 
prolonged fight against a final vote 
on this issue. 


Tax Reduction Considered. 


Consideration of tax reduction 
begins today before the finance 
committee behind closed doors. 
Last Saturday Chairman Smoot had 
a conference with Secretary Mellon, 
who will appear before the com- 
mittee today to expoynd his views. 
It is understood the committee and 
the Secretary will favor a further 
modification of the. surtaxes on 
some of the lower brackets, This, 
it is said, will be an act of justice, 
and will eliminate some of the 
criticism of those who are not al- 
together satisfied with the form in 
which the House approved the 
measure. 

Hearings before the ccmmittee 
will be brief, in view of the ex- 
tensive manner in which the House 
committee dealt with the subject, 
the testimony before that body be- 
ing available for the Senate com- 
mittee. It is expected the bill will 
be réported by the middle of the 
month, and that it will be finally 
enacted into law in ample time to 
become effective before the making 
of the next income tax returns, and 
payment of the first installment on 
March 16. 

The Steck-Brookhart contested 
election contest case is approach- 
ing its end before the committee. 
Arguments will be heard on Wednes- 
day of this week, and a report to the 
Senate at an early day is antici- 
pated. This, likewise, is a question 
of privilege and may be called up 
nd displace other business that may 
be pending at the moment.

Fight on Confirmations. 


A fight is impending in the Sen- 
ate on the confirmation of the nom- 
inations of Thomas F. Woodlock, 
of New York, and Richard V. Tay- 
lor, of Alabama, to be members of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. The opposition is confined al- 
most entirely to a group of Sotth- 
ern senators, and while the discus- 
sion may be so yhat protracted it 
is the general belief that both men 
will be confifmed. 

On Wednesday the foreign rela- 
tions committee will consider the 
resolution of Senator Reed, Demo- 
crat, of Missouri, for an investiga- 
tion into the alleged use of foreign 
money and propaganda to influ- 
ence this government in interna- 
tidal matters. Remarks made on 
the floor of the Senate when the 
resolution was introduced indicate 
the suspicion that so-called sinister 
influences have been brought to 
bear upon the people of this coun- 
try to cause them to insist upon 
what aré claimed to be unusually 
lenient terme in the settlement of 
the war:debts of certain European 
countries. However, the commit- 
tee may act the resubmission of this 
resolution to the Senate is sure to 
precipitate a heated discussion. 

Initial steps looking to impor- 
tant railroad legislation will be 
taken by the interstate commerce 
committee of the Senate today 
when it begins hearings on the 
Gooding bill to prohibit interstate 
carriers from making a_ greater 
charge for a short than for a long 
haul.

THE POWER BEHIND THE COURT. 


One of the senatorial champions of 
the international court contributes the 
following statement to the stock of 
public misinformation: 


There is not word in the court 
statute upon the subject of sanctions, 
either express or implied, and so far as 
that statute is concerned enforcement 
rests wholly upon public opinion. The 
league of nations is & treaty or agree- 
ment between a large group of nations, 
and if they choose to agree to enforce 
the judgments of this or any other court 
by sanctions, it is none-ef our affair. 


a 


This is a clumsy attempt to make it 
appear that the international court has 
no force behind it—an attempt that de- 
stroys itself by the admission in the 
next sentence that the court’s judg- 
ments are enforced by the league of 
nations. 

The American people are not wholly 
familiar with the pitfalls in the propo- 
sition to entangle this country in Euro- 
pean politics, but anyone reading the 
extract quoted above is capable of de- 
tecting its equivocation. 

Why should the court statute contain 
any provision for sanctions, when the 
constitution of the court. has already 
made such provision? The court is the 
creation of the league of nations. The 
covenant of the league is the court’s 
. The court can not 
The 
court statute (Article 38) provides that 


the covenant shall constitute the su- 


preme law of the court. The covenant 
itself provides (Article 22) that no 
treaties shall be made'by any member 
nations which are inconsistent with the 
covenant. 

“If the nations choose to enforce the 
judgments of this or any other court by 
sanctions, it is none of our affair.” 
What do Americans think of a statement 
like that? They are asked to accept the 
jurisdiction of a foreign court on the 
statement that the court’s judgments 
rest “wholly upon public opinion,” and 
are then informed that if foreign na- 
tions agree to enforce the court’s judg- 
ments it is none of America’s business!

The _ sanctions 
consist principally of economic, finan- 


‘cial, and commercial boycotts, to be fol- 


lowed if necessary by war. Every na- 
tion subscribing to the league is required 
to furnish military, naval and air forces 
to the league in case the league is called 
upon to make war in enforcing the 
judgments of the’ court. 

The United States can not support the 
court without accepting the supreme law 
f the court. That supreme law pro- 

des for enforcement of the court’s 
udgments. No reservation which mere- 
ly declares that the United States shall 
not assume any obligation under the 
covenant of the league can separate the 
court from the league or nullify the sanc- 
The United States can not sup- 
port the court and destroy the court’s 
constitution at the same time. If it 
agrees to support the court, any reser- 
vations made will necessarily be subor- 
dinate to the main undertaking—the 
bargain to support the court. If‘ the 


reservations should be inconsistent with | 


that undertaking, they would have to 
give way. The court itself, and not 
the United States, would be the judge if 
a dispute should arise. Article 36 of 
the court statute provides that “in the 
event -of a dispute as to whether the 
court has jurisdiction, the matter shall 
be settled by the decision of the court.”

If you have ever carefully 
looked into or read a history of the way 
in which the American Constitution was 
drawn up, you will be. surprised at the 
care which the legislaters who framed it 
took to erect safeguards, checks, and bal- 
ances against pure democracy. We at 
home have none of these safeguards, we 
have no written constitution, and the 
house of commons can do what it pleases. 
\e are much less well protegged against 
the excesses of democracy than you are. 
We have no safeguard except the tradi- 
tional moderation and good sense of the 
English people. Nevertheless, our jaws 
still ache with our efforts to talk Ameri- 
can during the early part of the war 
when we were plying the American eagle 
with lumps of sugar in order to induee 
him to fly ross the Atlantic. -I can not 
too mueh Bdmire the efforts of Arthur 
Balfour (who, of course, is a tory) and 
others to represent that the one aim of 
the allies (including, of course, poor 
Nicholas II) was to make the world safe 
for democracy.

The most harmful of dusts are 
those with cutting edges and sharp 
points. Lime dust particles have a 
way of running together through 
which they are converted into still 
less harmful small masses. The 


particles attract certain large. cells | 


to the tissues of the lungs. Theses 


Finally, the lime is in part sol- 
ble in the fluids of the lung. That 
which goes into solution is either 
absorbed or coughed up. The Ainer- 
ican diet is apt to be a little defi- 
cient in lime. In consumption there 
is some lime starvation. When lime 
dust is inhaled some of the lime is 
dissolved, absorbed and stored in 
the organs which store lime, the 
teeth, bones, lungs and kidneys. 

Therefore, there is a _ little 
ground for the common notion that 
consumptives who inhale lime dust 
are somewhat benefited thereby.

WALL STREET GOSSIP 


New York, Jan. 3 (By A. P.).— 
Manufacture of iceless refrigera- 
tion installations for general use

sociation, it being estimated that 
units to be manufactured in 1926 
will require almost 30,000,000 
pounds of copper.
